file's list of prospective delta inputs and the received source files , proc e ss i ng th e 
source f il oG i nto a boso f il e creating a base file for a package based upon a 
minimal package size; 

generating a file-specific delta from the base file and a source file; 
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calculating signatures for each of the plurality of source flies; 

generating a manifest file by creating a linked list of the plurality of source 
files, the manifest file comprising instructions needed to perform an extraction, 
the instructions being particularly ordered in the manifest file and the ordering of 
the instructions corresponding to an ordering of the linked list, and the manifest 
file comprising a delta section, a copy section, a verify section, and a delete 
section; 

saving in the manifest file the file name and signatures for each source file 
to be verified; and 

packaging the manifest file, base file and the file-specific_delta into a self- 
contained package.

Allowable Subject Matter 

10. Claims 1-6, 8, 9, 1 1 and 12 are allowed. As the Applicants pointed out under 
REMAKRS section, page number 8-9, the cited art (Zan, Draper and Crudele) 
considered both separately and in combination fails to teach or suggest the limitations 
about creating a base file for a package based upon a minimal package size and 
generating a manifest file by creating a linked list of the plurality of sour files, the 
manifest file comprising instructions needed to perform an extraction, the instruction 
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being particularly ordered in the manifest file and the ordering of the instruction 
corresponding to an ordering of the linked list and the manifest file comprising a delta 
section, a copy section, a verify section , and a delete section, and in as such manners 
as recited in the independent claims 1 and 12, thus each of the dependent claims are 
allowable for at least the same reasons.
